WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The criticism on the 
appointment by President Harrison of 
Judge Jackson to succéed late Associate 
Justice Lamar op the Supreme Bench 
made by J. S. Clarkson, and published 
this morning, was the subject of con- 
siderable discussion among politicians 
today. The fact that Clarkson re- 
quested Senator Cullom to protest 
against the confirmation of Judge Jack- 
son’s nomination adds to the interest 
in the affair. Senator Cullom was 
seen this afternoon by a reporter, and 


asked what action, if any, he had de- 


termined to-take. He said he had been 
so bu8y with other matters that he had 
been unable to consider the subject, 
and had nothing to say as to his inten- 
tions with regard to the nomination. 
NOT LIKELY TO BE REJECTED. 

It is not considered probable by many 

Senatars that Judge Jaekson’s nomina- 


tion will be rejected, notwithstanding 


that there has arisen considerable op- 
position to him among the Democratic 
members of the body. They say that 
Judge Jackson is not satisfactory to

cant by the death of Justice Lamar, 


was false. On the contrary, he volun- 
teered to say to the President that in 
his opinion the appointee. should be 
taken from Justice Lamar’s circuit. 


CLARKSON EXPLAINS. 


Democrats May Soon Be a Majority on the 
Supreme Bench. 

New York, Feb. 5.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Gen. John _S. Clarkson 
said today: ‘‘I have only friendly feel- 
ings tothe President. On party grounds 
alone have I ever criticised-as I now 
criticise President Harrison.

What Remains to be Done in Senate and 

House. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Tomorrow will mark 
the beginning of the last four week of 
the Fifty-second Congress and the clash. 
of interests demanding attention, which 
must inevitably arise from the an- 
nouncements already made, promises 
wo exceediigly lively legislative week. 

The subjeets include such important 
measures asthe bill forthe repeal of 
the silver purchase act; for the estab- 
lishment of a national quarantine; the 
Anti-option Bill and one for., the 'estab- 
lishment of a general bankrupt law. 
“The probabilities favor a conclusion 
that the legislation upon matters of 
general public moment accomplished 
by the Senate will be almost entirely 
confined to such bills as the Appropria- 
tion Committee may call up. 

The programme in the House for the 
week is fairly well outlined, except as 
respects the Anti-option Bill. Mr. 
Hatch, for reasons of his own, declines 
to say what move he intends to make 
with regard to it. Mr. Hatch asked for 
recognition in order to call up the Pad- 
dock Pure Food Bill on Monday, and 
the Speaker will give him the opportu- 
nitv desired. The other measures 
most likely to be considered under sus- 
pension of the rules are the bill for the 
admission of Utah, the Torrey Bank- 
rifptcy Billand the New York Bridge 
Bill. Wednesday isthe day named in 
the Constitution for the electoral vote, 

and Thursday and Friday will be de- 
voted to the discussion of the cloture 
andthe silver question. It cannot be 
‘told at this time whether or not the 
efforts to force the silver question to a 
vote will be successful. The appropri- 
ation bflls will monopolize most of the

ALASKAN SALMON FISHERIES. 
The Indiscriminate Catch Will Soon Ex- 
haust the Supply. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] United States Fish 
Commissioner McDonald does not look 
for any legislation by the present 
Congress for the preservation of the 


salmon fisheries in Alaska, but it is his 


purpose to make a determined effort to 
secure legislation on the subject by the 
next Congress. Notwithstanding . the 
elaborate reports submitted, the Com- 
missioner says it is impossible to im- 
press upon the legislators the import- 
ance of the industry in the United 
States, and of the egormous pecuniary 
interests involved. 

Commissioner McDonald says ifthe 
salmon in the Alaskan waters were 
properly cared for, the industry would, 
ina short time, be more valuable to 
the United States than the sealing in- 
terests in the Bering Sea, over which 
there is so much discussion. Unless 
some regulations are soon provided by 
Co.gress he fears the indiscriminate 
catcn of salmon willbe so great that 
the supply will be exhausted.

sands of young students are reap- 
ing the benefits of his generosity; 
and Peabody, whose great institute is 
the center of the intellectual life of 
Baltimore, together with hundreds of 
other men who gave of their wealth, 
and some of whom are giving still, for 
the uplifting of society and _ the better- 
ment of the race—such wealthy men 
are publi¢ benefactors, and the world is 
the fortunes that they have 
acquired andthe service which they 
render to society. “When a man holds 
his wealt jn trust. for the good of oth- 
ers, and dispenses it wisely and freely, 
diverting in into the worthiest chan- 
nels, then a colossal fortune becomes a 
blessing from which untold benefits may 
be reaped by society at large. It is for- 
tunes like that of Jay Gould’s, which are 
hoarded with the one thought of con- 
tinued accumulation, and for the pur- 
pose of wielding that selfish power 
which springs from wealth, which are 
dangerous to community. But men who 
distribute their wealth freely during 
their lives are the strong spokes in the 
wheels of progress which keep society 
moving onward and make the condition 
of the world better.

This appeal has been published in the

and in the daily papers. It has been 
read by the public and by the Honor- 
able City Council again and again, and, 


judging from, the indifference mani- 


fested, has come to be regarded asa 
stereotyped phrase of but little signifi- 
cance. Occasionally, its importance is 
emphasized by the report that a pris- 


oner has escaped; he is generally re-’ 


captured by the alert force, the public 
mind is set at rest, and the matter 
dropped. 

Meanwhile, Los Angeles has built a 
new City Hall for her officials, a mag- 
nificent High School building for her 
students, elegant churches for her wor- 


shipers, but the guardians of the city’s 


peace, on whom the personal safety of 
her citizens depends, are permitted to 
go on administering justice, inhaling 
sewer gas and imprisoning law break- 
ers in dungeons filled-with the nauseous 
stench of escaping gas in a miserably- 
constructed and meagerly-equipped 
building.

It was 9 o'clock of a very rainy morn- 
ing when'this amateur police reporter 
tapped on the door of Chief Glass’s pri- 
vate office.

12x12 apartment, which looked rather 
insignificant in comparison to the size 
of the. man. who occupied it. Its fur- 
nishings were not palatial, and, in fact, 
seemed somewhat humble. The oilcloth 
on the floor was.old and dingy; the air 
was damp, in spite of the fire blazing in 
the grate, andthe odor of sewer gas 
was sickening.

criminals their fiendish work. 
Here, too, is an album, containing 
photographs of all the rogues who have 
passed through Chief Glass’s hands, 
with a brief sketch of their criminal 
career, an accurate description of their 
personal appearance’ and, characteris- 
tics, etc., written out on the page next 
the picture. This album and the case 
of weapons alone would furnish two 


columns of interesting reading, but 


“that is another story,’”? as Rudyard 
Kipling says. 

On the. opposite side of the hall are 
three other rooms corresponding in 
size, darkness 2nd dampness to the 
others. They are occupied by the cap- 
tain, secretary and sergeant. With‘a 
single —r they are inside rooms, 
dark, damp, gloomy, carpetless and 
cheerless. Passing on through a side 


corridor ‘branching off from the hall, 


you enter the general receiving room, 


where. the prisoners are first 
taken. There, atthe window, is 
the officer who relieves them of 


all superfluities and searches their per- 
sons before they are conducted to the 
oe in the rear. This room, which has 

een made from several‘ smaller apart- 
ments being thrown into .one, as the 
tiling of the concrete floor shows, is also 
used for guard mounting, and tiers of 
lockers extend entirely round it, where 
the police uniforms are kept. ‘‘What 
we need perltiaps mast of all,’’ said Chief 
Glass, ‘‘is a side driveway where the 


prisoners can De taken from the patrol 


wagon to this room. 


As it is now, the 
moment the wagon drives up there is a 

mob of morbid curiosity seekers who 
gather around, almost blockading the 
entranceat times. Sometimes respec- 
table people are brought here from 
accidents, and the is 


| 


the jail corridors beyond to the com- 
missary department, which is at the ex- 
treme end of the building. 

“Now we’ll go through the jail,”’ and 
the big Chief stepped up to an iron door 
and pulled the bell rope twice. Two 
loud, dismal clatigs echoed through the 
halls and summoned Jailer Hill, who ad- 
mitted the trio into a narrow corridor 
lined with dark, damp cells, reeking 
with the nauseous stench of sewer gas. 
It was like entering the catacombs. 
There is a single cell for women. It 
has two cots, no ventilation to speak 
of, but is kept scrupulously neat and 
clean. Opposite this is the steel cell 


_for confining murderers and criminals 


of the worst tvpe. Taking a lighted 
candle in his hand, the Chief entered, 
‘and invited the reporter té follow. 
The candle flared, and its sickly yellow 
beams threw a ghastly light on the in- 
terior ofthe dungeon. An iron cot was 
fastened to the rear wall. The only 
means of ventilation were a few bullet- 
hole perforations in the wall over the 
door into the corridor. This cell pos- 
sessed the merit of absolute security; 
and the inscription ‘‘Abandon hope (of 
escape) all ye who enter here” might 
with propriety be put up over the 
grated door. 

Passing on down the corridor and ex- 


plained the unsafe condition of many of 
them and told how one ingenious pris- 


rugated iron ceiling, having discovered 
a flaw in one corner, climbed up by 
means of an improvised ladder made of 
his‘wooden bed, crawled over the raft- 
ers to the skylight over the ‘‘cooler,”” 
and slipped out to freedom. 

‘‘Here is a cell the ceiling of which is 
of perforated iroa pipes,’’ remarked the 
Chief. ‘‘Water can be turned on and 
unruly prisoners treated to a shower 
bath. I don’t approve of it, though, 
and we rarely use it,’’ he added. 

..“‘Here’s the cooler where we put the 
drunks to cool off,’? he continued, open- 
ing a door into an apartment lined with 
wooden benches and lighted by’ a sky- 


light. Opposite this was an. iron door 


with a loophole in it. It led into the 
main hall of the jail, where the chain 
gang live andsleep. Owing to the rain 


,the prisoners were not at work, and 
only a snap shot could at all portray the 
sight which met the reporter’s view as 


she peered through the loophole in the 
door. The room was lined with a 
double tier of bunks, one above another, 
like berths in a sleeping car. In the 
center of the room was a long table, on 
which fell a dim light from the skylight 
above. Around this table in various 
attitudes were gathered a score or so 
of men, clad in the uncouth garments 


-of the ayerage tramp engaged in play- 


ing ‘‘seven-up,’’ poker or “thigh five’’ 
with dirty cards. Lying in the bunks, 
some with their boot on, others half 


‘thirty more criminals. 
decidedly ‘‘tough,’’? and the thought of 


the peaceful streets made one shudder. 

Passing on to the end of the corridor 
is the dining-room, lighted by a sky- 
light. Here were several men sitting 
about a stove; there were two tables, 
their bare surface scrubbed scrupu- 
lously clean; in one cornera long sta- 
tionary wash tub with *some dirty 


clothes soaking in it and a row 
of bunks were on side. 
The kitchen is just beyond. Here 


was the white-aproned. cook preparing 
vegetables fordinner. He said the bill 
of fare would include boiled potatoes 
and beef, bread, coffee and one vegeta- 
ble. ' “Weused to get our meals from a 
restaurant at 12}¢ cents each,” said 
Chief Glass, ‘‘but we can do our own 
cooking much cheaper,-and it is of bet- 
ter quality, as we had the leavings of 
everything from the _ restaurant.’’ 
During the past year 37,255 meals 
have been.served here. © 

Passing out through the dining-room 


door of the commissary room. It looks 
like a junk shop, with its broken ce- 
ment floor, old cans, boxes and junk of 
every conceivable sort, reminding. one 
of Dickens’s ‘‘Old Curiosity Shop,’’ 


jailer fitted akey to a door leading to 
the receiving hospital, the most re- 
spectable room in the. building, and a 
miniature of what sh@ulg be provided. 
The walls are kalgomined and a large 
skylight let into the roof affords ample 
light. 
operating tables, and the room is 
warmed by a gas heater. In this little 
room, 16x20, 23665 people have, dur- 
ing the past year, peen treated by the 
police surgeon, who received no com- 
pensation whatever for his services. 
There are drawers. filled with rolls of 
lint, cotton, bandages and towels; there 
are cases of glittering surgical dmstru- 
ments, bottles and bottles of- éther, all 
suggestive of the sickening scenes 
which almost* daily transpire here, 
where are brought in from the busy 
streets crushed and mangled human 


forms, injured by street car or railroad 


accidents. It was here in this little 
room that the victims of the hotrible 
Columbus day accident were borne. 
Speaking of this, Chief Glass said: ‘I 
have witnessed many.terrible scenes 
during my life, but I never beheld any- 


memory of it makes me fairly sick. 
Strewn all over this room were the 
mangled forms of men and children. 
One poor little fellow lay on a mattress 
over in that corner with both his legs 
blown off. His father knelt over him, 
and I tell you the sight was enough to 
move the hardest heart.”” 

In this room were the scales used for 
weighing criminals, an apparatus: for 
measuring their height and a camera 
tripod for taking a snap shot at the 
prisoner to illuminate the pages of the 
rogues’ album.

Some {Rather Sin gular Facts About the 
Alleged Deserter.

He said at the police station 
that he had deserted from a company 
in South Dakota, where he was known 
by his true name, Duncan, and traveled 
south until he struck Arizona, where he 
reénlisted asThomasGrant.

The 
eyes of Europe have been turned with a 
good deal of curiosity and intérest to 
this, the most daring and systematic | 
method of discrimination in favor of 
the long-distance as against the short- 
distance traveler in the world. e 
various zones or circlés within which 
certain fares are charged are fixed by 
regulation, the‘principle adopted being 
the greater the distance from the cap- 
ital the less the tc sg rate per 
mile traveled. e system has been 
greatly appreciated by the people living 
in the more distant parts of the coun- 
try, as the resulf shows. For some 


system the number of travelers aver- 
aged 6,C00,000 annually. In the first 
year of the zone tariff the number rose 
to 16,000,000, the second year’s re- 
turns showed that 19,000,000 had used 
the railways, while during the third 

ear the number of travelers totaled 
28,000,000. It is satisfactory to note 
a corresponding rise in the receipts, 
advancing from 9,705,000 guiden dur- 
ing the last vear of the old system to 
28,300,000 guiden during the year 
just closed. 

HOW IT WOULD WORK HERE. 

In connection with the rumor that the 
zone system would probably be adopted 
onthe Great Northern line, the San 
Francisco Chronicle prints a popular 
explanation of the system, with a local 
application. 

According to this system a railroad is 
divided into zones, any point being 
chosen as a center, and from it ineither 
direction the zones are mapped off. The 
first zone is fifteen miles long, the sec- 
ond is from over fifteen to twenty-five 
miles from the starting point, and each 

succeeding zone up to the end of the 
eleventh is ten mileslong. The twelfth 
zone is fifteen miles long or 130 miles 
from the starting point to its extreme 
limit, the thirteenth is fifteen miles 
farther and the fourteenth zone is of in- 
definite length. The zones are not defi- 
nite geographical positions, but. vary 
according to the place from whitch a 
passenger starts. The fifst zone is made 
fifteen miles long to encourage local 
travel between the starting point and 
the limits of the zone; the twelfth, thir- 
teenth and especially the fourteenth 
are to encourage long-distance travel 

The feature of the system is that to 
travel over any one zone from end to 
end costs the same as to travel between 
any two points in the zone. To travel 
from one zone to another the cost is the 
same as to travel from the starting 
point of one zone to the far limit of the 
second zone, so that it costs just as 
much to travel sixteen miles as twenty- 
five, and if the passenger wants to 
travel twenty-six miles he pays as much 
as to travel thirty-five miles. The 
great advantage of the system is its 
uniformity and the moderation of the 
charges. A passenger knows exactly 
what itis going to cost him to go to 
any point, provided he knows the cost 
by mile and the @istance. Thus, if his

| | How Water is Allowed to Go to Waste— 
Barley-crushing Mill Destroyed _by | 


‘SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Brief Notes. 

Another light storm has swollen the 
waters of Mission Creek, which are rioting 
on to the ocean, indifferent to the fact that 
that which is now so prodigally squandered 
would enrich every citizen in Santa Bar- 
bara and make our modest village a thriv- 
ing city, ifit could be stored up for sum- 
mer use. 

Every winter an enormous amount of 
water, enough to provide a generous sup- 


-ply for a city of 100,000 inhabitants, is 


allowed to escape in this manner. Every 
summer we have a short water supply, are 
obliged to stint our pretty gardens and 
lawns, and in dry seasons, like the last, are 
in a fit condition to be swept out of exist- 
ence by a general conflagration. 

Water storage is the simplest, the most 
rational and economical solution of the 
water problem in Santa Barbara. The 
water company has for years owned a 
superb natural reservoir, situated near the 
mouth of Lauro Cafion, about a and 
a half from the city limits. This res- 
ervoir is capable o1 impounding a 
vast amount of water, and requires only a 
short substantial wall to complete it. Its 
head is only about a mile from Mission 
Creek, but in order to secure the necessary 
fall it might require two or three miles of 
piping to convey the water to it, a mere 
bagatelle compared to the distances and 
expense covered by other cittes.of.no 
greater size in procuring and utilizing a 
reservoir site. Why the water company 
should halt and procgastinate, and risk the 
successful completion of similar enter- 
prises by the Southern Pacific Railroad and 
the Mountain Water Company, rival under- 
takings which would completely destroy 
the value of* their own stock, isa mystery 
that nobody seems able to explain.

An Interesting Interview With the 
ex-Assistant Attorney-General. 


Thé Distribution of Patronage Under the 
John A. Martin Senatorial Regime 
Agitating the Politiclans— 
Leading Candidates. 


Hon. Ed A. Austin, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General of Kansas under Atty. -Gen. 
S. B. Bradford during the John A. Mar- 
tin administration, arrived in the city 
Saturday and was the guest of a party 
of ex-Kansans ‘at a midnight lunch on 
the same,evening. Mr. Austin is one 


per State, a prominent young attorney, 
political worker, and a Republican of 
undoubted fealty, hence his prognosti- 
cations will be read with interest. 

“Mr. Austin was present at the ‘‘Kan- 
sas Day’’ banquet, the second annual 
“feed’’? given by the ‘young crowd’? 
Republicans, on’ the nightof January 
29, at the conclusion of which he took 
the train direct for this city. 

Mr. Austin had much to say regard- 
ing the future work of Kansans, from 
the ‘young crowd’s’’ standpoint,. who 
are an unit in the determination that 
the colonels and the majors, the Bills 
and Jims, the Dicks and Joes, the Jakes 
and Bens and the Toms—all who will 
be recognized by ex-Kansans—must 
step down and out, and ailow a clear 
field for representatives of the young 
crowd; and the ‘‘old crowd’’ recognize 
the necessity of such action, too. 

The theory that there are no more 
Republicans in Kausas was exploded at 
this banquet, the largest political gath-

The speakers were all young men, 
and representative men, who had 4l- 
ready shown talent and capacity de- 
spite the ‘‘old crowd’’ martinets, The. 
new officers of the Kansas Club were 
among the most active, most progressive 
and most liberal of Kansas’s sons, who 
were, in the ,most part, natives of 
the State, as were a large proportion of 
the banqueters. 

In reference to the work before 
United States Senator-elect John Mar- 
tin in the distribution of the Federal 
patronage—as Martin, who is and al- 
ways has been the staunchest of Demo- 
crats, and accepted his election at the 
hands of the Populist Legislature only 
as such, will have the distribution of 
the Kansas , patronage—Mr. Austin 
says: 
‘‘There will be not only a new: deal, 
but a new deck, and after the reorgan-

Bentley, the Alleged Wife-murderer, 
Recovering His Spirits. 


What is Known of the Fellow -in San 
Francisco—His Attempt to Make >

“The County Jail was as quiet asa 
tomb all yestetday,’’ said Deputy Jailer 
Wray. ‘‘Not a soul outside the officials 
and Bentley’s-attorney have entered 
the portals,’’ that officer added, and 
continued: ‘Bentley passed the day in 
perfect composure, lounging around the 
corridors and seemingly as uaconcerned 
as if he was awaiting his wedding day 
rather than his examination for murder 
that comes up iff the morning.” 
Bentley’s attorney visited his client 
at 8 o’clock last evening, and remained 
an hour in consultation regarding his 
preliminary éxamination, which com- 
mences this morning. The attorney 
left Bentley in the best of spirits, and.

his acquaintances agree in the belief that 
the poison Which causéd the death of. Mrs. 
Bentley was administered by the hand of 
her husband. He was frequently heard to 
remark that there were many ways 
of getting rid of a wife without go- 
ing into court, a remark that is consid- 
ered significant in the light of recent 
events. Whilein this city with his wife he 
showed a strange reluctance about letting 
strangers know of their relationship, and 
eve to friends he never spoke of the 
woman.as his wife, but always referred to 
her as the ‘‘old girl’’ or the ‘‘old crow.”’ 
Bentley is described as being aman who 
did not exactly come up tothe standard of 
mental soundness, his special weakness be- 
ing on the subjeqjof women. About three 
years ago he became imbued with the idea 
that his lot in life was to marry a rich 
woman, and to this end he indulged in a 
nut ber of questionable undertakings that 
brought him into ridicule,and in one or 
two instances came near getting him into 
more serious trouble.
